He further shattered a fond illusion regarding 
princelings by appearing as a great, strapping, 
rough-hewn specimen of virile manhood, six fect.

And if that were not enough, it developed that 
his most ardent sympathies, far from being allied 
with aristocracy, or even civilization, were not 
with human beings at all, but with the more 
lowly creatures of the animal kingdom. 

“T have not eaten meat for 12 years because I 
fear I might be destroying an animal in some re- 
spects superior to myself.” 

With this declaration he led me before a group 
in bronze which he called “The Carcass Eaters.” 
It represented upon the one side a hungry hyena 
devouring a human skeleton, and on the other 
end an exceedingly fat man wining and dining 
grossly on a boar’s head, 

“I do not often resort to allegorical composi- 
tions in my art, but this I did to emphasize my 
idea on the subject of meat eating,” he said. 

“The hyena here is more excusable, being driven 
by hunger, feeding in the only way he knows and 
in the way it was intended he should eat, judg- 
ing by the formation of his teeth. And he is more 
useful in the scheme of nature, for he rids the 
country of putrid matter, while the other carcass 
eater gets too fat-on select portions and clutters 
up the landscape with the rest.”

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NEW IRELAND'S DAY. 

Today and tomorrow Irishmen throughout the 
world will meet to celebrate the continued im- 
provement in the fundamental conditions of their 
country. These consist of three main elements: 
First, in the solution of the Land Question; sec- 
ond, the Educational Campaign; third, Home Rule. 
Perhaps the most important utterance of the 
First Lord of the Admiralty in his recent Belfast 
address was his announcement that the Govern- 
ment would complete Land Purchase. This means 
that another 300,000 peasant freeholders are to be 
created in Ireland by the sale to them in gmall 
farms of the great landed estates. One-half of 
these estates have already been taken over under 
the Wyndham Act and the new owners have been 
paying their installments for about eight years. 
When Land Purchase is completed, it will mean 
the end of feudalism and of absenteeism and that 
over one-half of the population of the country, 
counting five to a family, will be independent 
landlords instead of tenants-at-will. Land Pur- 
chase, originally a Tory measure, is not a party 
question in England. All parties and sections of 
parties in England and Ireland are unanimous in 
its favor. The necessary legislation is expected to 
pass speedily through both houses. 

The Educational Campaign which is doing so 
much for Ireland embraces a wide variety of or- 
ganized activities. These include the work of the 
department founded by Sir Horace Plunkett to 
teach co-operation and efficiency to the small 
farmers, and which is spending $800,000 per year; 
the work of the Gaelic League in spreading the 
language movement; the work of the new Na- 
tional University with its endowment of $750,000 
a year; the Sinn Fein, or “Ourselves Alone,” move- 
ment; the new movement in poetry, art and the 
drama along national lines, and the work of the 
great philologists of the continent like Dr. Kuno 
Meyer of Berlin in revealing the beauties of the 
ancient writings and in teaching professors who 
are to occupy the chairs of Celtic literature in 
colleges throughout the world. 

Not only are Celtic art and literature being 
revived, but Irish history is being more accurately 
rewritten, the national archeology is being ex- 
tended and classified and the literary rubbish on 
which the Irish mind has fed for over a century 
is being rapidly discredited. 

Education of the Irish people in self-govern- 
ment has been going on for over a dozen years 
through their practical operation of the popular 
councils, which replaced the antiquated grand 
juries in all the counties of Ireland, while the 
construction of 40,000 model cottages for laborers 
has educated the most unfortunate class in the 
land in healthful and sanitary living. 

The Home Rule bill of the Asquith Government 
is expected to pass the House of Commons before 
next August. The House of Lords has now only 
a suspensory veto and, if 1c rejects this measure, 
it can be enacted into law within two years by 
the House of Commons alone. 

Meanwhile the Nationalists cast 80 votes as a

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PROTECT THE STARVING WILD FOWL. 

Waterfowl coming north find their usual 
spring feeding grounds still frozen, and are 
forced to alight in the fields or on the ice. De- 
prived of their accustomed food they fall an 
easy prey to pot hunters. Reports from the lake 
region and river resorts indicate that the 
slaughter this spring will be terrific. 
The continued cold and deep snow of the 
winter have decimated the forest and field game 
birds, which have been starved and frozen in 
vast numbers. When the elements and the mar- 
ket hunter get together they play havoc with 
quail, pheasant, and partridge, in spite of the 
good work of those who have fed and sheltered 
coveys of birds through the rigors of winter. 
Every true sportsman should advocate the 
prohibition of spring shooting of water fowl, 
and should assist the Missouri Game Protection 
Department in restocking the fields and forests 
which have lost so many of their feathered pop- 
ulation by the-hard winter. 
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The Prohibitionists of Murray, N. Y., are doubt- 
less angry at the hotel keeper who retaliates upon 
the dry vote by padlocking his pump and charg- 
ing 5 cents a pail for water. Still—he might 
have started a lid club.

WILEY ANDTHE 
PURE FOOD FIGHT 


Cm WILEY’S resignation was sent to 








the President on Thursday. Comment- 

ing on it the President expressed great 
regret and announced that he had consulted the 
heads of many universities endeavoring to find 
a worthy successor., Secretary of Agriculture 
Wilson, whose failu& to support Dr. Wiley was 
the cause of the resignation, said his relations 
with the pure food expert “had always been 
personally pleasant. 

New York World: By Dr. Wiley’s resignation 
the country loses a public servant whose zeal in 
the cause of pure food has been In the highest de- 
gree beneficial and whose personality has made 
him one of the most picturesque figures in na- 
tional life. He goes regretted. In the circum- 
Stances, why should not his resignation of the 
post in which he exhibited such ability be fol- 
lowed by a reorganization of the Bureau of Chem- 
istry as well as of the whole Department of Agri-+ 
culture, with a view to modernizing it and in- 
creasing its efficiency. 

Baltimore News: There prevails a certain 
amount of hysteria over Dr. Wiley. His services 


have been of undoubted and great value. He madea 
bloodless pure-food law virile. The news does not 
propose to reflect on Dr. Wiley’s value as a pub- 
lic servant. But it sees serious danger in allowing 


admiration for him to grow into hero worship. The 
successful administration of the law, with protec- 
tion for both the public and honest manufacturer, 
depends on (1) the detection of impurities, adulter- 
ants, and instances of intentional misbranding; (2) 
the interpretation of the law in doubtful cases. The 
first lies wholly within the chief chemist’s province. 
As for the second, the chemist should not be asked 
or allowed to decide whether such matters as the 
grading of wheat are covered by the law or whether 
a misleading newspaper advertisement constitutes 


misbranding. These are legal questions pure and 


simple. 
New York Sun: Probably Dr. Wiley has been 


wrong about many things and possibly he has 
overlooked some practices that should be stopped. 
However, he has succeeded in making the open 
enmity of a contemptible section of the commu- 
nity, and that is a strong recommendation among 
respectable folks. 

Philadelphia Reeord: Dr. Wiley’s opposition to 
the Burton bill, which makes variations in the weight 
and contents of packages permissible under the pure 
food law, is justified. Many foodstuffs and drugs 
shrink and lose weight in the course of time through 
evaporation and desiccation when not put up in air- 
tight containers; and allowances ought to be, and, 
we are assured is, made for this pecullarity by the 
food and drug inspectors. While it.is true that man- 
ufacturers should not be left at the mercy of of- 
 ficialism by hard and fast legal requirements, the 
public should not be left at the mercy of manufac- 
turers. 

New York Tribune: It fell to Da Wiley’s lot to 
have a conspicuous share in the enforcement of 

a law directly affecting the welfare of every man, 
woman and child in the country, and the stead- 
fastness and courage with which he warred on 
those who would adulterate food for their own 
gain have given him 4 unique place in popular 
estimation. 

New York Globe: But a more than a acientist of 
reputation, more than & man above suspicion, 
President Taft must put in Wiley’s place if any 
considerable part of the work for pure food is te 
go forward, The poisoners and the spurious food 
makers are rich and powerful. They are strongly 
intrenched. Many of them have held their ground 
against a fighter so aggressive even as Dr. Wiley, 

New York Press: The steward of a big down- 
town club says he has the very hardest time to get 
fresh liver. Why? Because everything under the 
side of cattle is slated at the moment of slaughter, 
as the steward puts it, to go into the icebox at 
one end and come the other. What does that 


gets into cold storage when fresh, and all the stale 
ahead of it must come out before it can come out— 
and than it, too, from the wait, is stale by that very 
process. | 

Springfield (Mass.) Republican: In so far as 
cold storage tends to equalize prices throughout the 
year, and to prevent a scarcity in winter, it is a 
very great benefit. There is a prejudice against 
storage eggs, which leads to much dishonesty in 
selling for fresh what are really fresh from the 
warehouse, but as a matter of fact they are perfectly 
edible and. wholesome if not kept too long. Even 
Dr. Wiley allows them nine months. Till the end of 
February there is usually little trouble with eggs 
stored in May and June, and with March the hens 
usually begin to do their duty. However it may 
be with other products, the storage of eggs is of 
very great advantage to the public, but it must not 
be allowed to be converted into an instrument of ex- 
tortion.

ws NGLAND 1g coal miners? strike continues 
BE and has already resulted in throwing 
5,000,000 men out of work through the 
shortage of coal, In the Westphalia fields 200,000 
miners have struck causing a similar condition in 
German industries. Operators of American mines 
and their employes are still discussing the new 
scale of wages and hours of work. The first pro- 
posals of the men on these points and the require- 
ment of union recognition have been rejected by 
the operators. If there is to be a strike it will 
begin April 1. 

London Economist: It is inevitable, of course, 
that Socialists should endeavor to complicate the 
issue, and bring about a general disaster as a 
means of promoting their favorite nostrum of 
nationalization. We suggested last week that 
in order to help on a solution, the Admiralty 
might very well experiment with one or two of 
the best steam coal mines, and we also suggested 
that the miners themselves should use part of 
their funds for acquiring properties for the same 
purpose. But nationalization is the worst pos- 
sible thing that could happen. 
unless all State miners were disfranchised—that 
a large section of M. P.’s would exist for the 
purpose of coddling the miners at the expense 
of the taxpayers.

Commissioner Says His People 
Pay Five Times as Much 
Taxes as Under Spain. 





CAN GOVERN THEMSELVES 


Believes No Navy Could Keep 
Japan Out of Islands Because 
of Great Number. 


Manuel L. Quezon, one of the two 
resident Philippine commissioners at 
Washington, spoke at the City Club yes- 
terday afternoon on “Independence for 
the Philippines,” arguing that the peo- 
ple of the Archipelago are now able to 
care for themselves and are entitled to 


absolute freedom. 

Quezon was elected by the Philippine 
Assembly and is serving his second two- 
year term. He represents the National- 
ist party, favoring immediate independ- 
ence. His colleague, Benito Léegarda, 
was chosen by the American commission 
governing the islands and represents the 
Progressist party, which advocates in- 
dependence iater when the government 
of the islands is established more firm- 
ly. Both advis:e Congress as to 
conditions int! » ?tilippines, but neither 
can vote. 

Quezon, in an interview, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that one reason the 
8,000,000 Filipinos want independence is 
that they now pay five times as much in 
taxes as they did under Spanish rule. 

“The people of this country believe 
the United States has done a great deal 
for the Philippine archipelago,’’ said 
Quezon. “That is true so far as it goes, 
but the point seldom brought out is that 
the Filipinos have paid by taxes for 
every improvement made. 

‘The islands.are controlled by Amer- 
ican office holders, who get salaries out 
of all proportion to the duties they per- 
form. The Governor-General gets $20,000 
a year and is provided with quarters 
and a boat on which he cruises among 
the islamds. The five department secre- 
taries under him get $15,500 a year each, 
while a member of the President’s cab- 
inet in this country gets only $12,000. 

Claims Taxes Unconstitutional, 

“The Filipinos pay an export tax on 
sugar, copper and hemp, their four prin- 
cipal products, although such a tax is 
unconstitutional in the United States. 
Furthermore, the export taxes are re- 
turned in rebates to American purchas- 
ers of the goods. The Harvester Trust, 
the Sugar Trust and other big combina- 
tions get the benefit of this. The people 
of the United States and of the Philip- 
pines get nothing. od -

The islands were in revolt and had es- 


had a President, a Cabinet, a Constity- 
tion and our own officials in charge of 
provinces and municipalities. The most 
of the Spanish garrisons were our pris- 
oners.

When Spain 
signed the treaty of Paris she ceded to 
the United States something she did not 
have—the Philippines. 

““‘We are ready for independence now 
and should have it. We can govern 
ourselves and defend ourselves as well 
as the United States can defend us. 
With a navy 4 times as big as the 
present, this country could not keep 
Japan or any other powerful enemy out 
of the Philippines, because there are 
4000 islands in the archipelago.

Quezon is one of the five colonial 
representatives at Washington who can 
introduce bills, but cannot vote. He was 
a Major in Aguinaldo’s insurgent army, 
and, prior to being made a resident 
commissioner, was Provincial Governor 
of the province of Tabayas. He is 32 
years old, an attorney and a graduate 
of St. Thomas University, Manila, which 
is 25 years older than Harvard, . the 
oldest. of the big American schools. 

Quezon commends many policies 
America has put into practice in the 
Philippines, particularly in regard to the 
public schools and public utilities in the 
bigger cities. a

tained by John P. Herrmann, Missouri 
vige-president of the Anti-Imperialist | 
League, which .was organized June 15, 
1898, at a meeting in Faneutl Hall, Bos- 
ton, “the cradle of American liberty.” 
Quezon departed last night for Chicago, 
where he is to deliver an address.

CASH REGISTER MEN 


DEMUR TO CHARGES 


Forty Defendants Deny Offense 
and Attack Constitutionality 


of the Federal Law. 


CINCINNATI, March  16.—Officers 
and agents of the National Cash Regis- 
ter Co, of Dayton, O., indicted by a Fed- 
eral grand jury, charged with violation 
of the Sherman anti-trust act, today 
filed a demurrer to the indictments 
against them. 

This was the day originally set for 
the defendants to plead, but the bonds 
signed by John H. Patterson, president 
of the company, and his 39 colleagues 
makes their appearance peremptory on 
Tuesday, April 2, when they will be 
asked to plead to the charges brought 
against them if the demurrer filed to- 
day is overruled. Judge Hollister will 
set a day early next week on which to 
hear arguments on the demurrer. 

Each of the defendants demurred to 
each count of the indictment, maintain- 
ing that the matters set forth did not 
constitute an Offense against the laws 
of the United States and that the pro- 
visions of the act were too vague, un- 
certain and indefinite to create and de- 
fine a criminal offense.

WASHINGTON, March 16—Contests 


against Taft delegates in all Southern 
states to the Chicago convention win 
be taken before the National Committee 
by the Roosevelt forces, according to a 
statement given out here today over 
the signature of Senator Joseph M. Dix- 
on, Col. Roosevelt’s campaign manager. 
The announcement makes the definite 
statement that “in every Southern 
state, and in almost every district in 
those states which have elected dele- 
gates to date, contests will come before 
the National Committee.’’ 

The purpose of the Roosevelt mana- 
gers to attempt the overthrow of all 
President Taft's Southern strength be- 
fore it can be seated in the Chicago con- 
vention is further borne out b ytables 
contained in the Dixon statement. 

The Dixon estimates give Vol. Roose- 
velt 44 delegates, and concede but 14 
to President Taft. 

The Taft delegates from Southern 
states, 84 in number, are placed in the 
‘‘contested. column.’’ 

McKinley Gives Roosevelt 13. 

Director William B. McKinley of Pres- 
ident Taft’s Campaign Committee, who 
also published a tabulated estimate of 
strength today, claimed 331 delegates 
for the President and conceded but 13 
to Col. Roosevelt; the only item upon 
which the widely divergent statements 
of the campaign managers agree is the 
concession of two delegates from the 
Seventh Iowa District to Senator Cum- 
mins. 

Dixon’s statement declares that con- 
tests will take place in all the Southern 
states, because all the conventions have 
been called and controlled by office- 
holders, and have been illegal and frau- 
dulent, both in character and methods 
and tactics pursued. 

“Convincing proof of this fact will 
be presented to the national conven- 
tion,” added Senator Dixon, “by the 
delegates instructed for Col. Roose- 
velt, none of them office-holders, 
elected by legal and proper methods 
and in accordance with the call of 
the National Committee. 

“It is apparent the Taft managers 
propose to carry the plan of contest- 
ing delegates into northern stateg in 
order to cloud conditions. This is de- 
moralizing to the party, but the issue 
as thus made will be met with vigor. 
Northern Decisiong for Precedents, 

‘In adopting this plan the Taft 
managers have assured a decision of 
the contests on their merits. North- 
ern states and districts never will 
submit to the man-handling of their 
delegations through bogus _contests. 
When the National Committee is con- 
fronted with the necessity of mak- 
ing fair decisions in northern dis- 
tricts, it will establish. precedents 
that must insure fair decisions in 
southern districts also.” 

The Taft claims as given out by 
McKinley concedes contests in the 
following congressional districts: 

First Georgia, Third Virginia, Sec- 
ond and Fifth Missouri and Third 
Oklahoma. This makes a total of 10 
delegates. The Roosevelt statement 
declares that the following delegates 
now claimed by the Taft forces will 
be contested: Alabama, 14; District 
of Columbia, 2; Florida, 12; Georgia, 
20; South Carolina, 6; Tennessee, 12; 
Virginia, 18. 

“The conventions in the southern 
states were all called and held strict- 
ly in conformity with the call {issued 
by the National Committee,” said Mc- 
Kinley tonight. 

“So far as we know the Roosevelt 
supporters went into those conven- 
tions and made their fight. If they 
have held separate conventions and 
elected other delgates we have not 
been advised of the fact.”

At- 
tendants recall that as soon as her hus- 
band was out of sight Mrs. Lorillard 
went to the eighth floor. 

Lorillard was back at the hotel at 
3:30. As he opened the door of hts 
apartments he saw his wife's fur coat 
and hat lying on a chair. Fear seized 
him and he looked out of a window and 
down into the air shaft. The only door 
closed was that leading into the bath- 
room and he opened it. Suspended 
from the bracket supporting a shower 
bath directly over the tub hung Mrs. 
Lorillard. She had taken a trunk 
strap, made a.noose out of one end 
and attached the other to the bracket 
Bhe then had slipped her head into the 
noose, drawn the strap tight, climbed 
up to the rim of the tub and stepped 
off.

With a small pocket knife, the hus- 
band hacked at the strap until his wife 
fell into his arms. He carried’ her to 
a bed and called for immediate meZical 
aid.

Tufts Professor Contends Infants 
Can Say “Loc as 


Well as “Choo Choo.”’ 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., March 16.— 
That baby talk is all wrong and that 
ome* can teach a child five syllable 
words as soon as he can talk is the 
contention of the Rev. A. A. Berle. 
professor at Tufts College. 

“The most important period after 
birth,” said Prof. Berle, “is early 
babyhood. Every one rubs the little 
body and pulls the HNmbs of a baby 
to make it grow physically, yet the 
minute you try to develop its brain 
people hold up their hands in horror. 

“And the tnstrument of thought is 
language. If you use baby talk to 
the child you are not only giving 
him a false notion of speech, but of 
sound. If you take pains to use cor- 
rect language to a child up to his 
sixth year, he will be so far ahead of 
the average child that they will 
never come in sight of one another. 

“Why should a child say ‘choo 
choo’ when he can just as well say

The bomb came by mail and was de- 
livered by a postman to Judge Rosal- 
Sky’s apartments on Riverside drive this 
afternoon. 

The package was a box about three 
and one-half inches square and one and 
one-half inches deep and was neatly 
wrapped in manila paper. The paper 
showed the markings of the Fourteenth 
Street store, as did the box when the pa- 
per Was taken off. 

It was placed on the table in Judge 
Rosalsky’s Mbrary. An hour later Judge 
Rosalsky reached home and, unsuspect- 
ingly; began to open the package while 
talking to his wife. He took off the 
wrapper and found a plain. white 
pasteboard box. Judge Rosalsky’s own 
story of what happened follows: 

“TI took the cover off without the 
slightest care. My first glimpse at the 
contents of the box was enough. I 
backed out of the room as quick as 
my feet would carry me, calling out to 
my wife and brother, ‘Why! it’s a 
I ordered that no 
one go near the library. 

“IT telephoned police headquarters’ a 
special request for experts on bombs. 
Egan came with David I. Kelly, super- 
intendent of the Bureau of Combusti- 
bles. 

“Egan went to work examining 
the bomb cautiously. He took out a 
little wad of tissue paper which I be- 
lieve contained mercury. I went to the 
telephone and a moment later I heard 
the bomb go off. I1 rushed in and found 
Egan staggering about bleeding pro- 
fusely. The index finger of his right 
hand had been blown off and the whole 
hand mangled. His face was full of 
wounds and his forearms and left hand 
were terribly lacerated.”’ 

Egan opened a large clasp Knife and 
made a scratch on the box. Through an 
opening which had been made by Judge 
Rosalsky he could see a small package 
of tissue paper. This he punctured w:th 
the point of his knife and a quantity of 
powdered sulphur rolled out. Right 
above this little package was a piece of 
wood about the size of a thimble, which 
was attached to a strong wire spring. 
This spring would be released when the 
box was fully opened. 

Egan, bending over the box. drew 
back his head and face as he dug his 
knife blade deeper into the pasteboard. 
His companion was in the doorway and 
the other men were at his heels, when 
there came an explosion which shook 
the big apartment house from cellar to 
roof, 

Judge Rosalsky was just opening the 
door of his apartment in answer to the 
Post-Dispatch man’s ring. The explo- 


and the Judge was almost carried from 
his feet. He staggered to a corner, his 
face livid from fright. 

Judge Rosalsky’s apartments bear evi- 
dence of the force of the bomb. A 
thick plate glass which covered the ma- 
hogany library table was ground as fine 
as snow; a huge dent was made in the 
table itself and the ceiling directly 
above was punctured in 24 places, many 
holes being larger than a man’s first. 
It is believed the explosive used was 
nitroglycerin. 

Judge Rosalsky said he had no sus- 
picions to express as to who had sent 
the bomb. Asked if he believed the 
Brandt case had anything to do with it, 
he replied: 

‘T refuse to answer. 
think ?”’ 

When asked about other cases he had 
judged lately he mentioned a sentence 
of 12 years recently imposed on Charles 
Carlessi, a forger. A few days before 
Carlessi.was sentenced the Court re- 
ceived a letter in which the unknown 
writer threatened to blow up the Crim- 
inal Court if the prisoner was sen- 
tenced.

Board of Inquiry, of which Admiral 
Sampson was chairman, heard testimony 
for four weeks at Havana and Key 
West, employed divers and made a 
thorough investigation of the cause of 
the wreck. It reached a unanimous de- 
cision March 2, 188, that the Maine was 
destroyed by a submarine mine which 
caused the partial explosion of two or 
more of the forward magazines. It ac- 
quitted the officers and crew of the 
battleship, but was unable to fix re- 
sponsibility for the crime, 

Spain always maintained that the ex- 
plosion was from the inside, resulting 
from carelessness or mistake of the 
crew, and protested that there was no 
mine near the Maine’s anchorage, nor 
was one floated there for the purpose 
of sinking the battleship.

LONDON, March 16.—Seven passen- 
gefa are missing and $3,500,000 in gold 
bullion {s at the bottom of the English 
Channel in consequence of a collision 
off Beachy Head at 4:40 a. m. today be- 
tween the steamship Oceana of the Pen- 
insular and Oriental line, bound from 
London to Bombay, and the Pisagna, a 


large German bapgk. 
The Oceand was an old boat, having 


been {fn service in 1888. She had on 
board 41 pdssengers and a crew of 280, 
most of the seamen being Lascars. The 
bullion was consigned to Pekin and was 
part of a loan by an international bank- 
ing syndicate to. the Chinese Govern- 
ment. The ship sank near where she 
Was ruin into. Her surviving passengers 
and crew were landed at Eastbourne 
and New Haven. 

The Pisagna, with her crew, got to 
Dover with the ald of several tugs with- 
out 4doss of life. 

According to the survivors, the Lascara 
were driven wild by the collision and 
fought with whatever they could seize 
to get into the lifeboats ahead of the 
passengers, among whqm were a number 
of women and children. 

Lieut. Hutchinson, one of those on 
the Oceana, said to the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent, in describing the colli- 
sion: ! 

‘The night was clear. The steamship 
was going down the channel at full 
speed when the bark suddenly came out 
of the darkness and raked our bowside 
to: pleces with her bow. There was a 
terrific grinding, then a crash and the 
liner shivered from stem to stern. 

“The passengers were all awakened 
and rushed jnto the cabins, which were 
waist deep in water. The English sailors 
manned the pumps and assisted the 
frightened women to the boats.” 

The first boat lowered was swamped 
and the passengers were thrown into the 
water, but all were picked up except 
seven. The second boat was sinking 
when a lifeboat from shore reached it. 
One of the cross-channel mail steamers 
saw the signals of distress and lowered 
boats on which many of the passengers 
were taken off. 

Most of the survivors arrived at Vie- 
torila Station, London, this afternoon. 
Many of them were still dripping wet, 
in their night clothes, over which they 
wore wraps they had been able to seize 
in the rush from their staterooms. The 
women were nearly all in a state of col- 
lapse, with wet and tangled hair hang- 
ing down their backs. Several were 
barefooted.

His suit for an accounting and receiver 
is directed against the Walker and Luy- 
ties companies, F. Augustus Luyties 
and his wife and Reinholdt. . The peti-

In his deposition yesterday before 
Commissioner McDonald, by George Bd- 
wards, attorney for the defendants, 
Hierman C. G. Luyties testified that the 
Walker Pharmacal Co. was first orig- 
inated as a trade name for the Luyties 
Homeopathic Pharmacy Co. and in 1899

From 18% to 1907 Luyties said he was 
president and manager of both compa- 
nies. The Luyties company transferred 
to the Walker company the formulas for 
the four products. The Luyties com- 
pany then manufactured the products at 
a manufacturer’s profit of from 6 to 10 
per cent. 

The Walker company then sold the 
products back té the Luyties company 
at the trade pricés, less a 15 per cent 
discount, and the Luyties company sold 
the specifics to the trade at list price,

INSPECTORS OF 


BUILDINGS RAPPED 
BY FIRE EXPERTS 


New York Engineers Declare 
That Some Men in City’s Em- 
ploy Are Incompetent. 


ARE. PRAISED 


FIREMEN 


They Point Out Defects in De- 
partment and Also in Piping 


System. 


The report of the Committee on Fire 
Prevention of the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters, with headquarters in 
New York, covering conditions of St. 
Louis: buildings, Fire Department and 
water facilities, was made public yes- 
terday.: 

The committee, consisting of seven 
engineers, W. M. Johnson, Cc. T. Bissell, 
Charles R. Barker, R. C. Dennett, R. B. 
Andrews, C. W. Wheelock and H. E. 
Newell; made its investigation of con- 
ditions here during January and. Febru- 
ary’, 1912. 

The report on the city fire and water 
cepartments is largely favorable, but 
the statement is made'that the building 
laws are not rigidly enforced, and that 
some of the building inspectors are not 
qualified to fill their jobs. It is also 
stated that, in the greater part of the 
downtown district, the “‘potential haz- 
ard’ is high, but that a general con- 
flagration, though possible, is not prob- 
able under ordinar onditions. 


Recomme ons Made. 
‘Definite recom tions are made, 


most of them be mn matters of legis. 
lation or city administration. The most 
important of these recommendations 


are: 


That the city be completely equip- 
ped with water meters within the 
next five years. 

That new mains be laid in the 
downtown district, and that the 12- 
inch main be adopted as the mini- 
mum for that district. (Present min- 
imum, 6 inches.)

That the office of State Fire Mar- 
shal be ereated, in the effort to 
check incendiarism. 

That thé Building Inspector’s 
force be increased, and that only 
properly qualified inspectors be ap- 
pointed. 

That a new ordinance regarding the 
manufacture, sale, storage and 
transportation of explosive and in- 
flammable substances be adopted. 

That the fire hazard. in the down- 
town district be reduced by pro- 
tection of floor, window and party 
wall openings, and that automatic 
sprinklers be made much more gen- 
eral. 

Regarding the water-meter plan, the 
report says: ‘‘The per capita rate of 
consumption is moderately high; it 
could undoubtedly. be reduced by the 
general installation of meters, as has 
been demonstrated in other cities. 

“Such reduction in the consumption 
would defer for many years the large 
expenditure for additional pumping ca- 
pacity and large mains, which the rapid 
growth of the city would otherwise re- 
quire at the present per capita rate of 
consumption.” 


Praise for Firemen 
The personnel of the Fire Department 


is declared good, in spite of the absence 
of civil service rules in the appointinment 
of men; but attention is called to the 
fact that 90 men more than 50 years of 
age and 20 more than 60 are included in 
the active rank and file of the depart- 
ment. 

The best results are not obtained from 
the engines, the investigators say, in 
most cases because of inexperience of 
the crews or lack of skill on the part 
of stokers. One-half the engines, in a 
test, failed to deliver 90 per cent of their 
rated capacity, and an automobile en- 
gine, recently put in service, delivered 
only 71 per cent. 

At somé@ engine houses, it is declared, 
there is no spare horse, so that, while a 
horse is being shod, the company {is vir- 
tually out of service. 

The detailing of firemen to theater 
performances is not approved by.the 
investigators, who “say the theaters 
should be required to employ their own 
firemen. 

“The numerous railroad crossings. at 
grade and the careless manner. of ‘op- 
erating street cars are handicaps,” the 
report states, to the response of engine 
companies to alarms.

The “congested value” or downtown 
business and adjacent manufacturing 
district, is divided into several sections. 
The Levee district, it is stated, has a 
high potential hazard, and would fur- 
nish ready fuel for a _ conflagration.

KIDNEY PUNCH IS 
OUT OF PLACE IN 
MODERN BOXING — 


Blow Barred by Commission a 
Relic of the Man-Killing 
Days of Pugilism. 


BREAKS” 


“CLEAN HELP 


Fighters Unable to Hit After a 
Clinch Can’t Use This 
Blow. 


By HARRY S. SHARPE. 


Referee for the St. Louis A. C. and 
Post-Dispatch Boxing Authority, - 

Word comes out of New York 
that the Boxing Commission of that 
State has ruled against the “kidney 
punch.” This is all right so far as the 
motive is concerned, but it seems un- 
necessary in view of the previous ruling 
of the commission that “clean breaks’ 


latter rule is properly interpreted and 
enforced there will not be enough 
punching of the kidneys to do any dam- 
age. 
The kidney punch is generally used in 
the clinches and prevails when straight 
Queensberry rules govern a contest and 
there is always more or less holding, the 
men protecting themselves at the break- 
away and fighting their way out of the 
clinches. Under the ruling that boxers 
may continue to hit with one or both 
hands free, when not holding, much 
rough work has been indulged until a 
much needed reform measure has madé¢ 
its appearance in the “clean-break” 
rule, which provides that after the box- 
ers are holding there must be no more 
hitting until after the breakaway. 
Kidney Punch a Punisher. 
Many boxers have madé a specialty of 
“kidney punch,” first introduced in this 
country and its punishing effect shown 
by Dawson, the Australian welter- 
weight, and it has particularly appealed 
to the rough-and-ready mixer of much 
strength, but little science, and they 
have used it to batter the weaker box 
er into submisston, regardless of wheth- 
er they were scoring points, and de- 
pending almost entirely upon the amount 
of punishment to be inflicted in the 
manner described. Some referees, too, 
either because of misunderstanding of 
the rules or because of careless disposi- 
tion, have allowed boxers to hit when 
and how they could and the kidney 
punch has been worked when it should 
have been prohibited, even under 
straight Queensberry rules. 

No matter what the commission may rule 
it will not eliminate the kidney punch, for 
it is inevitable that now and then @ blow 
will land there, as for instance when 4 
clever boxer side-steps his opponent and 
crosses to the body, the blow may miss the 
side and land on the back the region of 
the kidneys, but the ‘‘clean-break”’ rule will 
minimize the evil and is the best remedy, 

May Cause Confusion. 
There is danger of the commission doing 
too much ruling and creating a confusion that 
will defeat the very purpose for which it 
was created. 
Some of our local boxers either cannot or 
will not understand the ‘“‘clean-break’’ rule 
and are also inclined to violate the rule 
which prohibits holding and hitting. The 
boxer who has an understanding but wil- 
fully violates either of these rules must ¢x- 
pect to be disqualified, While the boxer who 
cannot grasp the idea must depend upon ien- 
lency of the referee. 
Frequently a boxer who has @ perfect 
enough understanding of the rules to think 
he has a right to violate them because his 
opponent is doing so, and pleads this as @ 
defense when his attention fs called to what 
he is doing. This was true, for instance, 
in the recent bout between Tommy Sullivan 
and Oliver Kirk, before the Irish-American 
Club, when both were offendére and both 
were the subject of frequent warnings, 

Unfair to the Offictal. 
The trouble was they were not fair to the 
referee nor to each other. While they both 
knew the rules and agreed to the instructions 
neither seemed to be confident of the fact 
that if one paid strict observance to the 
rules and the other did not the offender 
would be disqualified. As a result the bout 
lacked the spirit of fairness and was marred 
by frequent clinches, hitting om the break- 
contributing to these violations and each 
complaining of the other.

Road,” to run from Winnipeg, Can- 
ada, to Galveston, Tex. The South Da- 
kota club insists that its membership 
will: be 300 before the first'of April. 

Up in Maine the State Automobile 
Association has planned a series of 
meetings in which Gov. Plaisted will 
be one of the speakers along with 
highway commissioners of adjoining 
states. 

In no part of the country has there 
been greater energy displayed than 
in Virginia, thanks to the efforts of 
President Preston Belvin and his as- 
sociate officers of the Old Dominion 
State body of motorists. Virginia 
possesses four fairly well defined 
lines of roads traveling north and 
south. The Valley pike between Ha- 
gerstown, Staunton and Roanoke, is 
handicapped by the heavy toll be- 
tween Winchester and Staunton, 
whieh, undoubtedly, some day will be 
done away with. 

The Washington - Fredericksburg-

Skinker — Residences 
Go Up in Districts Close 
to the Park. 


The spring, according to present indi- 
cations, will be characterized by a 
wholesome volume of realty and build- 
ing operations in the residential districts 
of the city and in the suburbs. 

Plans have been completed for high- 
class residences, dwellings, apartment 


buildings and flats which will cost, ex- 
clusive of the sites, probably $5,000,000. 
Contractors will be busy as soon as 
weather permits. 

Initia] building operations in Portland 
place, in Parkview and in Washington 
Heights will entail an expenditure of 
$3,000,000 or more. Blake Collins and 
Mobert Holmes, represented by Albert 
T. Terry & Co., have purchased sites on 
the south side of Portland place, be- 
tween Lake and Union, for houses that 
will cost, for construction alone, $100,000. 

Collins will build on a lot 100x190 feet, 
at 50 Portland place, immediately west 
of the residence of Mrs. Thomas H. 
Wright—formerly Miss Elsie Lemp—and 
Holmes on 100x190 feet at 46 Portland 
place, adjoining on the west the pala- 
tial home of Mrs. John P. Keiser. 

Claude Kilpatrick, vice-president of the 
Rutledge & Kilpatrick Realty Co., who 
recently disposed of his residence in 
Vandeventer place through an exchange 
with Claude Vrooman, is erecting a 3100,- 
000 house on the north side of Portland 
place, between Union and Lake avenues, 
while others in process of construction 
on the north side of this street include 
those of Mrs. Isaac H. Morton and Mrs. 
George D. Barnard: 

Ground in Portland place remaining 
for new buildings is limited to a few 
sites, which obviously will be absorbed 
by the exodus from Vandeventer place. 

The selection includes 187x190 feet 
embracing the southwest corner of 
Union avenue and Portland place, of 
the John T. Davis estate, which ad- 
joins on the west the purchase of 
Robert Collins, and the northeast 
corner of Union avenue and Portland 
place, a second holding of Mrs, Isaac 
H. Morton. 

The scope of activities in the resi- 
dential district will include a wide 
area north of Forest Park and west 
of Union boulevard and south and 
southwest of Tower Grove Park. 

Plans have been made, it is under- 
stood, for 10 homes to be erected by 
the George F. Bergfeld Real Estate 
Co. on Berlin and Waterman avenues, 
in Parkview, in addition to a num- 
ber planned by the  Nichols-Ritter 
Realty and Financial Co., and T. F. 
Gugherty, whose houses are features 
of this addition. 

New Skinker Road Building. 

Building in both sections of Washing- 
ton Heights has continued without ces- 
gation since the subdivision was 
launched. Plans are announced for a 
six-story building comprising stores and 
offices, to be erected by Thomas J. 
Laughlin on the southeast corner of 
Berlin avenue and Skinker road, to cost 
$100,000. The ground, which was sold 
yesterday by the Le Grand Jones Im- 
provement Co., and Warwick M. Hough 
to Laughlin, has a frontage of 121 feet 
on Skinker road by 169 feet on Berlin 
avenue, the only lot on Skinker road 
upon which a building of this character 
may be erected. This section lies be- 
tween Washington Heights and Park- 
view, being regarded as part of the 
former. 

A. six-story family apartment building 
will be erected by A. M. Cornwell Build- 
ing and Investment Co., on a lot 66 feet 
on the south side of Berlin avenue, 33 
feet east of Skinker road, which has 
been purchased through Paul Jones & 

* Co. 

A score or more of buildings ranging 
in price from $15,000 to $30,000, will be 
started in Maryland Terrace, and in 
Skinker Heights shortly. 

Fred W. Albree, represented by the 
Holbrook-Blackwelder Real estate 
Trust Co., has paid $20,000 to the Cort- 
land Realty Co., of which Charles Par- 
gons Pettis is president, for 100x197 feet 
on the north side of Kingsbury place, 
which he will improve with a residence 
to cost $75,000. 

Siceping Porches for Apartments. 

Another West End sale was that of 
a %-foot lot occupying the northwest 
corner of Washingtion and Hamilton 
avenues in Washington Heights, from 
J. W. Kerr, a client of Cornet & Zeibig, 
te the Dorris Investment Co., which will 
erect a three-story apartment building

The project is thoroughly practicabie, as Wild 
discovered during a recent visit to Germany, 
which at present leads the world in dirizible 
areonautics. He learned that the air-liner Parse- 
val VI, during 180 days in 1911, performed 200 
excursion trips and did 1000 miles of flying be- 
sides. It carried 550 passengers at $50 per head, 
earning in six months one-half of its cost. Two 
of its longest voyages were from Berlin to Kiel, 
184 miles, and return; and from Berlin to Munich, 
v09 miles, and return. ‘ 

During five months of last year the airships 
m the Zeppelin company fleet sailed 15,000 miles, 
carried 5000 passengers and collected $122,600 in 
fares. 

“Airship travel is not an experiment or an ad- 
venture in Germany,” says Wild. “It is a sane 
_ way of getting from one place to another. Run- 
- ping airship lines is a business there, not a sport.”

At night, he says, many of the 
airships, floating back and forth high above the 
cities, display great illuminated advertisements. 

A Parseval type of balloon was chosen rather 
than the more famous Zeppelin for inaugurating 
air traffic in America. There were several rea- 
sons for the preference. The Parseval is of the 
nonrigid type, and is, owing to its flexibility of 
hull, less liable to damage than the rigid, fragile 
Zeppelin. Because of its relative simplicity of 
construction, the Parseval is less costly than the 
elaborate Zeppelin. 

A sentimental reason ts that the form of the 
Parseval gas bag was based in part on the cal- 
culations of two St. Louis mathematicians—Prof. 
Calvin M. Woodward and Prof. Francis E. Nipher, 
whose investigations of the distribution of wind 
pressure on structures is recognized as authori- 
tative by aeronautic savants abroad. Their form- 
ulae became the basis of the work of the great 
German “Society for the Study of Motor Aero- 
































nautics,” which was founded on the initiative of 
the Kaiser. 

Besides the Parseval, to be used for commercial 
purposes, Wild purchased a small _ three-pas- 
senger Zodiac dirigible, of French manufacture, 
for the uses of sport. The Zodiac aerostat has 
already arrived in New York. 

The ear of the Parseval balloon, unlike that 
of the Zeppelin, is not attached rigidly to the 
gas bag, but hangs below it from pulleys. In 
the car are motors, the steering apparatus, the 
instruments and the seats for passengers. A 
crew of three men is required. The cost of an 
airship, such as Wild’s purchase is announced to 
be, is about $160,000. 

Because it has no rudders for steering up and 
down, but is guided vertically by shifting a 
quantity of gas from one balloonet in front to 
another at the rear, the Parseval cannot swoop 
down with the hawklike descent of the Zeppelin, 
but must come to earth in a series of spirals, like 
an aeroplane. It therefore requires free scope 
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for maneuvering and spacious room, such as 
Kinloch Park in St. Louis affords, for embarking 
and alighting. 

Balloon joy-riding is praised as a sort of sub- 
limated automobiling. There is neither dust nor 
smoke in the sky lanes. There would be no 
danger—in America at least—of collision with 
other craft. There is just a smooth, onward 
slide through tue air, while far below curves 
the bowl-like surface of the earth, with towns, 
rivers, farms and forests, gliding silently across 
it. But for a breeze upon .the face and the slow 
unrolling of the scenic panorama beneath, the 
passengers might fancy themselves stationary, 
suspended in the midst of the firmament. 

The difference between the progress of aero- 
nautics in Germany, for instance, and the United 
States, is vividly shown in the elaborate air 
charts prepared in Berlin. These are detail maps 
of the country and contain such information as 
the location of airship wharfs and anchorages, 
windbreaks, gas holders, good and bad landing 
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places, towers, signal stations, weather observatories, wireless 
stations, railways, lighthouses, lightships and aerial beacons, or 
land lighthouses, such as those at Munich and Spandau. Air 
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routes are laid out from city to city. Fach town hag its number, = 


which is displayed on the roof of its most conspicuous buils 


and which is illuminated at night. Each province or state has 


its letter, which is similarly spread at large for the informa 
tion of the mariner far above with his field glasses. 

It is estimated that the air trip from St. Louis to Chicago 
would require about fifteen hours, without stops or mishaps. 
Perhaps it would be found advisable to establish “harbors” at 
Springfield, Bloomington and Joliet, to lessen the freight of 
provisions and fuel which a continuous voyage would make 
requisite. The trip from Chicago to Milwaukee, along Lake 


Michigan, would be another 100 miles, requiring about five hours” 


to dispatch. 

The Mississippi Valley offers an ideal amphitheater in which 
to stage the introduction of motor aeronautics on a passenger 
carrying stage in America. There are no mountains, flat land 
ing spaces of wide areas are numerous, storms in the summer 
are infrequent and the winds flow with unusual steadiness im 
one direction—to the northeast. 

E. Percy Noel, editor of Aero, says that as soon as the dirigible 
arrives plang will be laid for the arrangement of schedules and 
all the details of a passenger traffic, combined with an enterprise 
of lighted aerial advertisements by night. The Zodiac balloon 
will be put in commission at once. It is hoped to launch the 
Parseval early this summer. 

A question of future practical importance, probably, will be 
whether the aeroplane can compete with the dirigible In pat 
senger traffic. In speed, the aeroplane can hold its, owm°with 
the swiftest locomotives. It costs from $5000 to $8000, as against 
$160,000 for a Parseval] airship. For an equal expenditure @ fleet 
of aeroplanes could be equipped that would carry at least 32 
passengers as compared with the dirigible’s 15. On the other 
hand, the aeroplane has an element of danger and instability; 
while the dirigible, comparatively speaking, is safe. 

These questions, although apparently speculative at present, 
may be considered practically in the future when the directors 
of great airline corporations debate the rival qualificationg of 
the aeroplane and the motor balloon.

In this country they discovered that, although 
boll weevils abounded, the natives were able to 
raise cotton with little damage from them. In 
the cotton fields thousands of ants scurried about, 
which the superstitious natives regarded with awe 
as the “protectors of the crops.”’ They had ob- 
served thut, wherever these ants abounded, cotton 
would grow; and wherever they were absent the 
crop was ruined. 
The investigators, suspecting there was some- 
»*hing more natural than supernatural in the re- 
‘pect paid to the ants, caught several of thein and 
placed them in a elass box with a boll weevil. 
Instantly one “kele),’’ as the natives called the 
ant, sprang ferociously upon the back of the 
veetle, pried its hard wing cases open with its 
mandibles and plunged iito the victim’s body a 
sting borne at the end of the tail. The weevil 
died of the injected and was devoured 
by the tiny assassin.

Inspection showed that these ants, by the same 
ingenious method, slew al] the weevils they en- 
eountered and dragged their bodies into the ant 
hills, to be consumed at once or to be placed in 
“cold storage” for some future banquet. The 
beetles were so busy fleeing from the ants that 
they had little time to damage the cotton. 


It was probably some instinct of escape that 
propelled the northward migration of the boll 
weevil. The ants did not pursue, and, free of 
their predaceous foes in Texas. the weevils mul- 
tiplied at a rate as if to fill the earth. The 
damage they wrought in Texas, Oklahoma and 
Mississippi was estimated at millions of dollars 
annually; and it was predicted, until nature her- 
self raised up an ally for man, that within a few 
years the cotton-growing country in the United 
States would become a desert and the factories in 
Massachusetts and England change into idle and 
silent ruins. 


Kelep Disliked Texas Climate.

The kelep was imported into Texas. at much 
expeuse and trouble and loosed upon the bol] 
weevil. But the kelep did not take kindly to 
the new climate, and lost its appetite for beetles. 
Instead it began a war upon the native fire ant 
of Texas, the temper of which. as indicated hy 
its name, ie as hot as that of the Guatemalan ant 
itself. In the conflict, which must have shaken 
the ant world li-e one of Napoleon's campaigns 
among men, the fore'en ants finally succumbed 
to the pressure of superior numbers—a catastro- 
phe resulting from the military policy which 
Grant would have called “attrition.” 
By pursuing the kelep, the fire ant discovered 
a luscious new provende: whicn had been avail- 
able for several years, but which it had not yet 
discovered. This was the larva of the bol! weevil, 
whicb, curled up within the boll, feeds upon its 
tender fibers and thus destroys the crop. 


The fire ant fell upon this new and helpless 
prey with a truculent delight. Several of them 
would climb up a stalk, penetrate into the boil, 
sting the larva to death and drag its carcass off 
to their hills.

Practically all the serious pests that worry farm- 
ers, gardeners and fruit growers have been 
brought to America from foreicn countries. 

Usually these foreign insects have been intro- 
duced unnoticed. A new tree, shrub or flower is 
brought from China, Australia or South America. 
It is quite possible that the almost microscopic 
eggs of some injurious insect are present on it. 
The plant takes root and grows, and the insect 
Years may pass before the imported 
becomes accustomed to new environ- 
ment and increases in numbers sufficiently te 
become a menace to any form of vegetation 
Then it is recognized as a pest, and dusting with 
insect powders, fumigation with poisonous gases 
dipping, spraying and other mechanical means 
of control are resorted to. California neglects 
none of these old style methods of combating 
the enemy, but in addition the scientists of the 
insectary begin an immediate search for the na 
tural check of the new pest. 

After such a pest has gained a footing it is 
often a matter of very great difficulty to trace 
it to its original home, to identify the natura! foe 
that prevented it from doing damage there, and 
to introduce it to America. To search for bene- 
ficial insects California employs an entomologica! 
explorer, George Compere, who has visited every 
ccuntry in the world as an incident of his peculiar 
calling. When he finds an insect of possible or 
probable value, he conveys it, by any means pos- 
sible, often by personal journeys of many thou- 
sands of miles, to the State Insectary at Sacra- 
mento.

With an income of considerably more than a 

undred thousand dollars a year, and dukes and 
jcrds and other British moneyed men as his busi- 
bess associates, Horace Field Parshall is well 
xsnown in London. He is 46 years old and a wid- 
ower with two children, a boy and a girl. His 
wife was a Miss Rutty. He came from Milford, 
N. Y., and entered railroading in London during 
the days of Charles T. Yerkes, being an engineer 
who commands money hy his genius. 

The woman—the real victim if one measures 
consequences—is Mrs. Deborah Jeffreys, wife of 
yne Herbert Harrington Jeffreys, whose name 
Suggests respectability, but whose record does 
not.

Mining Engineers’ Puzzle 


INING engineers have often 
M been puzzleq over the fact 

that in most of the bore 
holes extending to a depth approach- 
ing a thousand feet, a marked 
deviation was. observed, usually di- 
rectly northward. It seemed impos- 
sible to drive a bore toward the 
center of the earth and prevent it 
from shooting off at an angle toward 
the North Pole or Siberia. 


A possible explanation of this 
remarkable phenomenon is suggest 
ed by J. S. Curtis in the Mining 
World. In consequence of its ro 
tation in the earth’s magnetic field, 
the shaft and boring tool becomes 
strongly magnetized with the South 
Pole pointing upward. The shaft 
being very long, the poles are not 
at the extremities, but some distance 
from the game. The attraction eX- 
erted by the earth’s field upon the 
North Pole of the shaft, situated at 
the bottom, produces a curvature of 
the shaft in such a direction that 
its convexity is directed toward the
